As I sit here in my home listening 


to the wonderful services over the ra- 
dio from the different places over the 
earth, it makes my heart sick to think 
that the Church of God has no way of 
distributing the message that we 
claim and believe to be the message 
of the hour, that should be distributed 
throughout the entire world.

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THE RESURRECTION OF OUR LORD 





“Now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the firstfruits of them that slept.”—1 Cor. 15:20.

The passover festival comes from the 
word Eastre or Estra, a Tutonic god- 
dess to whom sacrifices were offerea 


in April, so the name was transferred 
to the paschal feast. The word doe» 
not properly occur in scripture altho’ 
in Acts 12:4 it stands for the Pass- 
over. After they heard the king haa 
slain James he apprehended Peter 
and put him in prison expecting after 
Easter to bring him forth. This is the 
only mention of the word in the New 
Testament. In fact there is no trace 
of an Easter festival in the New Tes- 
tament. After the Passover feast In 
Egypt the Jews celebrated annually 
this feast. Jewish Christians in the 
early church continued to celebrate 
the Passover regarding Christ as the 
true paschal lamb. This naturally 
passed over into a commemoration of 
the death and resurrection of our 
Lord, or an Easter festival. This was 
preeeded by a feast which was con- 
sidered by one party as the ending of 
the hour of the crucifixion at three 
o’clock; by another as continuing of 
the hour of the resurrection before 
the dawn on Easter morning. Differ- 
ences arose as to the time of the Eas- 
ter celebration. The Jewish Christians 
naturally fixed it at the time of the 
Passover feast which was regulated 
by the paschal moon. According to 
their reckoning it began on the eve- 
ning of the fourteenth day of the 
moon of the month of Nisan without 
regard to the day of the week, while 
the Gentile Christians identified it 
with the first day of the week, i. e¢., 
the Sunday of the resurrection. This 
later practice finally prevailed in the 
church. The Council of Nicaea, 325 A 
D., decreed that it should be on Sun- 
day but did not fix the particular 
Sunday. By some it was kept as early 
as March 21 and by others as late as 
April 25. Others followed dates be 
tween. The rule was finally adopted 
in the seventh century to celebrate 
Easter on Sunday following the four- 
teenth day of the calendar moon which 
comes on or after the vernal equinox. 
Easter was thus fixed by this rule. 
But other differences arose when the 
Gregorian calendar was adopted in 
1582. The difference between it and 
the Julian being about ten days. This 
of course effected the determination 
of Easter and its celebration by the 
Greek church which has never admit- 
ted the Gregorian calendar. 


Let it be what it may we are cele 


brating this wonderful resurrection 
day as near the date given us as pos 
sible. The fact that our Savior arose 
from the dead is enough to stir our 
hearts and put new life and vigor 
into us for service. Little more than 
nineteen hundred years ago as the 
light of the morning was breaking 
around the walls of Jerusalem there 
were guards placed about the sepul- 
chre in the small garden near the 
walls of the city. They were guarding 
a grave. Some strange scenes had 0oc- 
curred on the Friday before while a 
man whom they had taken from the 
hill of Galilee and around the little 
lake of Capernaum had been hanging 
on the cross, crucified as a malefactor. 
Strange signs appeared in the heavens 
and on the earth and in the temple. 
It was rumored that He had said He 
would rise the third day. Ihe third 
morning was come. As the light be- 
gan to break in the East there came 
two women silently and sadly wind- 
ing their way around the tents that 
were pitched all around the city of Je 
rusalem. They had sojourned all night 
in the tents, for as yet the gates of 
the city had not been opened. They 
came to see the sepulchre and were 
bringing spices in their hands, They 
loved the man who had been crucified 
because of His goodness, purity and 
compassion. They seemed to be almost 
the only hearts on earth that did love 
Him deeply, save the small circle of 
friends who had gathered around Him. 
There had been cursings upon His 
head as He hanged on the cross, from 
the bystanders and from the soldiers 
and from the people. They cried, 
“Away with Him. His blood be upon 
us and upon our children.” And on 
that morning there were none but a 
few feeble, obscure, heartbroken 
friends that dared to come near His 
grave. It seems that this group of wo- 
men had some faith and love planted 
in their hearts and they had gone the 
day before and secured and prepared 
sweet spices that they might go and 
anoint Him. They were aware of the 











fact that the grave mouth was sealed 
with a large stone and that the sol- 
diers were there to guard His body. 
And as they walked along they said, 
“Who shall roll us away the stone?” 
My heart wells up with gratitude 
when I think about the faith and love 
that was in the hearts of these few 
women. When they arrived at the 
place they found the stone rolled away 
for an angel had descended and rolled 
away the stone, and he spake to the 
women and said, “Ye seek Jesus of 
Nazareth, he is not here for he is 
risen. Come see the place where the 
Lord lay and go quickly and tell His 
disciples that he is risen from the 
dead. And he goeth before you into 
Galilee and ye shall see him. Lo I 
have told you.” This was indeed a 
wonderful message. 

Imagine the sad, broken hearts as 
they watched Him on the cross. Final- 
ly Joseph came and took His body and 
embalmed it and laid it in Joseph’s 
new tomb. The Roman seal was placed 
upon it. I imagine they sat in groups 
on the following day and talked about 
their Lord and how the enemy over- 
came, crucified and buried Him, but 
how their hearts must have leaped 
for joy when they found that the tomb 
could not hold Him. On this day as 
we celebrate .the resurrection of our 
Lord and have the: witness in our 
hearts of His power to save, sanctify 
and fill with the Holy Ghost we see 
what a great blessing He has been to 
the millions Sf edrth’s inhabitants. 
Millions of people’s minds and hearts 
have been turned each year, in the 
celebration of this resurrection day, 
to the tomb of our Lord. All through 
Europe men and women are thinking 
of that grave and of Him who lay in 
it. All over western lands from ocean 
to ocean, on mountain tops and in val- 
leys, Over broad prairies and deep ra- 
vines the eyes and hearts of the peo- 
ple are gathered around that grave. 
In the darkness of Africa, here and 
there, we see the stretching out of 
their hands toward it. Along the 
coasts of India and in the dark heath- 
en lands, even China and Japan, and 
many heathen countries, people have 
turned their eyes toward this tomb. 
The songs of jubilee have gone forth 
and the old men are saying, The Lord 
has arisen from the dead. The young 
men and women and little children 
around the festival board scarcely 
comprehend the true meaning of this 
wonderful celebration. The malefactor 
that was once cursed is now honored 
as the true Redeemer; the despised 
and rejected all over the land now 
seek Him for refuge and _ blessings. 
How was this brought about? By the 
resurrection of the dead. If Christ 
had not risen all the hope and future 
blessings would have been of nought. 
We read in 1 Cor. 15:12-17, “Now if 
Christ be preached that he rose from 
the dead, how say some among you 
that there is no resurrection of the 
dead? But if there be no resurrection 
of the dead, then is Christ not risen: 
And if Christ be not risen, then is our 
preaching vain, and your faith is also 
vain. Yea, and we are found false wit- 
nesses of Ged; because we have testi- 
fied of God that he raised up Christ: 
whom he raised not up, if so be that 
the dead rise not. For if the dead rise 
not, then is not Christ raised: And if 
Christ be not raised, your faith is 
vain; ye are yet in your sins.” But 
thanks be unto God who gave the vic- 
tory and Christ is more than conquer- 
or. “Behold, I show you a mystery, we 
shall not all sleep but we shall be 
changed in a moment in the twinkling 
of an eye atthe last trump for the 
trump shall sound and the dead shall 
rise incorruptible and we shall be 


changed.” This verse and also verses - 


53 and 54 set forth clearly the change 
that will take place in the resurrection 
of the dead. In John 5:28 Jesus said, 
Marvel not at this for the hour is 
come in the whieh all that are in the 
graves shall hear the voice and’ shall 
come forth, they that have done good 
unto the resurrection of life and they 
that have done evil unto the resurrec- 
tion of damnation. I am sure that the 
resurrection of the just will take place 
at least a thousand years before the 
resurrection of the wicked. And oh 
what a glorious time that will be when 
we get to see our loved ones again 
who have died triumphant in Jesus 
Christ and we shall.ever be with the
